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Two new cochylid species for the fauna of Turkey 
C Lepidoptera , Tortricidae )

Abstract: Two new cochylid species for the fauna of Turkey ( Lepidoptera , Tortricidae ). Cesa 
News 132: 1-4, 7 figs. 

In this paper, two species of the family Tortricidae (Lepidoptera) are reported as new to the fauna 
of Turkey, as well as to the provinces Siirt, Bitlis and Van. Adults, their genitalia, and abdominal 
skins are also illustrated. 
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During the field studies of the authors in Siirt, and Van provinces, also Bitlis within the 
research Project 2 , (East Turkey), very interesting faunistical observations and records have been 
made. After faunistical and taxonomical evaluations of the material collected, the results have been 
published under various titles. 

In the present paper, two species of the tribe Cochylini ( Tortricidae ) are reported. The 
identities of the species are based on the male genitalia. Their comparisons are made with those of 
Razowski’s book (2009). These species are: Falseuncaria degreyana (McLachlan, 1869) from Van 
Province, and Aethes prangana (Kennel, 1900) from Siirt and Bitlis Provinces. Both of them are 
also new to the fauna of Turkey (Kocjak & Kemal, 2009).

According to our knowledge, this species is known from Europe to Central Asia (Kirgizistan, 
Kazachstan, Mongolia Uighur A.R. (NW China). 

New record for Turkey and Van Province. 

The species is also added to the fauna of Saklivadi (Van Province, Qatak) (Kemal & Ko<jak, 

2017).
